Program Support 

The 3661 will be supported with 
BTAM using bi-sync via a 3704/ 
3705 in emulator mode or System/ 
370 ICA. The 3661 will also be 
supported with BTAM using SDLC 
via a 3704/3705 with NCP. 


The 3661 Store Controller 
directs the flow of data through¬ 
out the store. Communication 
with the host CPU is via a 1200 bps 
integrated modem or an external 
modem, and a dial-up communica¬ 
tions line. Communication within 
the store is via one or two locally 
attached 3663s Model 2, and up 
to ten additional loop-attached 
3663s Model 1 or 2. There is one 
store loop available per 3661.
